through the power of God, began to cure every difeafe and 
malady, fo that all men greatly marvwelled ; Aguarus hear- é 
ing of the mighty and wonderfal works which he wrought, 
and that he healed in the name and power of Jefus, was . 


confirmed that this was he of whom Jefus had written, fay- oa 
ing, After my ajcenfion L will fend ane of myldifeiples unto 
thee, who fhall cure thy malady, We then fent for Tebias,.«; 
where. Thaddeus lodged, and faid unto. him, ** 1 hear fay _ 


that a certain Mighty man whe came from Jerufalem . fo-. 
journeth with thee, and cureth many in the name of Jefus ;” ° 
‘Fobias replied, «« Yea my Lord, there came @ certain 
firanger, and lodged at my houlé, who hath done many 
wonderful things ;”” to whom the King faid, .“ Bring” im 
unto me,’ Tobias returning to Thaddeus, faid unto him, 
‘*. Agbarus the’ governor fent for me, and. commanded me, 
toobring thee unto him, that thou wnay’ it cureshis difeafe's” ha 
‘Phaddeus: an{wered, ey go, for tis for his fake that f° 
am fent thus mightly to:work ;°? Tobias ring betimes.the 
next day went with him to Agbarus.:: As he came in, even

name of the fame Lord Jefus, 1 lay my hand upon thee ;” 
which when he had done he forthwith cured bim of his 
malady, and delivered him trom the pain wherewith he was 
fore afli&ted : Agbarus was hereat altonifhed, and that as 
' Jit was reported of Jefus, fo he now-found it true, by his 
-difciple and apoftle Thaddeus, that he was cured without” 
the vertue of herbs or medicines; and not only he, bat- 
slio Abdas, the fon of Abdus, grieved with the gout, who 
‘falling at the feet of Thaddeus, recovered his former health 
th by the laying on of hands: he likewife cured many more 
yf his fellow citizens, and wrought fundry miraculous args 
pre ‘hing the word of God. 

Then Agbarus proceeded to difcourfe with: him: faying, 2 
Thou Thaddeus, through the power of God, doft thefe 
things, and we have thee in admiration, I pray thee therefore
